GENERAL EDUCATION BOARD '

The (ifneral Education Board has. since its foundation in 1902, to 
June 30, 1928, ajipropriated $176,689,425.54 for the promotion of edu- 
cation in the United States. Of this sum $112,163,437.95 was paid 
to collejres and other institutions for whites; $12,991,854.75 to institu- 
tions for negroes; and $1,317,023.91 to miscellaneous objects. 

The sum of $17,487,062.74 was appropriated by the board for the 
year ended June 30, 1928; in addition there was appropriated from 
income of the Anna T. Jeanes Fund for Negro Kural Schools the 
.sum of $9,024.33, muking a grand total of $17,490,687.07. Of the 
total of $17,487,062.74, $12,462,000 represents appropriations from 
principal and $5,025,002.74 aj)propriations from income.

LAURA SPELMAN ROCKEFELLER MEMORIAL 

The Lanra Spelman Kockofellor Memorial, during the year 1928. 
appropriated for educational, charitable, and scientific purposes the 
sum of $37,154,933.63, which with contingent appropriations of 
$927,124.71 makes a grand total of $38,082,058.34. 

On January 3, 1929, the Laura Spelman Rockefeller Memorial was 
consolidated with the Rockefeller Eoithdation and terminated its 
cxi.stence as a separate organization. According to a report issued 
in 1929. “the inCrea.sing interest of the memorial in the social sciences 
and the development of the Rockefeller Foundation's own program 
for the advancement of knowledge made it desirkble for the principal 
activities of these organizations to be continued under a single 
administration,” 

Tlic sum of $5,000,(X)0 was appropriated to assist in the estaBlish- 
m nt of the Great Smoky Mountains National Park, 

1 he continuation of the memorial's activities for the study of child 
tlevolopment and parent education, for the improvement of inter- 
racial relationships and in cooperation with public agencies will be 
effected through an appropriation of $10, 000, (XX) which has been 
made to the Spelman Fund of New York.

The following?/ aj^propriat ions were authorized by the Carnegie 
Corporation of Kew York for the fiscal year 1927-2y: Library serv- 
ice. $140,000; adult; education, $102,000; the arts, $487,500; educa- 
lional studies, i-esearch, and publications, $C4o.750; general interests, 
$660.tKK); total grants authorized from principal fund and special 
fund, $2,041,250. 

Of the grants made during the'cMirrent year from the funds appli- 
eable in the Ignited States, the largest was to the Institute of 
International Education. The institute, originally founded by the 
Carnegie Endowment, but indei)ondent since 192^1, has, umler the 
leadership of Dr. Stephen P. Duggan, proved of great usefulness 
both to 'foreign scholars and students visiting the Fnited States and 
to Americans contenijdating foivign study. 

Tlie African program of the corporation is progressing. Says 
President Frederick P. Keppel, in his annual report for the year 
ended September 30.

Definite imuits have Ixn^n voted, 
umially providing for auhuul installments during tbe flve-yenr period, which 
aggregate about half tim total sum set aslda Uesi>onslble local bo<lles arc 
already selecting representative South Africans for visits to the United States 
and Canada, and for tbe selection and oversight of scientific ivscarclies, incliid* 
Ing a major cooi»orative research upon wlud. is known in South Africa ns the 
•‘Poor White” probl^n. Porhni>»i4he ino,*4t lnirK>rtant n^ault of the visits of 
the Cfmmilsslcms sent to Africa by tbe Stokes FXmd, under the leader- 

sh4> of Dr. Thomas Jesse Jones, has bcsMi the develofment of the so-cJilled 
Jean^ School, which represouts the adaptation of the fruits of our Americnn 
erpiTlence wdth tbe southern negroes to the e<lucatlon of tbe native African. 
Since 1025 tbe corporation has been contributing to the suppoi^t of n Jbanrs 
School ill Kenya Colony, and It has now agreed to give similar helpcto five 
additional schools, to be ^'stnblishe^l, rwiiectively, two within the Union of 
South Africa, and one each In Northern and Southern UluxieRia and In Nynsw- 
land. Although none of the gifts made by the oonn>rntlon In this, program 
have beiai subject to fonual conditions a.^ to tbe receipt of funds from other 
soOreea, It may be said that In t>rQctlcally every cose funds at least equal to 
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tliose furnlKheU by the con>oratioa are beVig |>rovliled by the Government of 
the Union or fniin some other Africitn source.

I CARNEGIE FOUNDATION FOR THE ADVANCEMENT OF TEACHING 

The Carnegie Foundation for tlie Advancement of Teaching, in 
its report for the year ended Jtuie 30. IfhiT. announces progress on 
bulletins dealing with dental etluctition, legal education; school, col- 
lege, and university athletics in Great Britten and tlie TJnite.d States; 
the present character and relations of schools and colleges in th^ 
United States a.- compared with those in several European countries; 
and authorizes the continuance of the last inquiry in a specific study 
of the relations of schools and colleges in the State of Pennsylvania., 

The e.xecutive committee received with satisfaction information 
(hat retiring allowances from the foundation had been declared 

free of Income tax Jn-l(fjiysachusptts, and approved the recommen<latiouB of 
the president concerning the estubllshment of a central agency for the sale, 
purchiiHe. and custody for securities for the foundation. In cooperation with the 
. Carnegie Corptiratlou of New York, the Carnegie Endowment for International 
I’eace.'und the Carnbgle Institution of Washington. 

Desiring from time to time to assist certain educational projects through 
the Carnegie Foundation, the Cnniegie Corporation voted and the foundntloa 
uecepted, during the year, appropriations of $10,000 for a study of graduate 
Instruction, of ,$10,000 for a study of accredltetl schools in coojieratlon with 
the As.soclutlon of Ccdleges and Secondary Schools of the Middle States and 
Maryland, and of for aid In the publication of niiscellnneous educa- 

tional reports. 

In adiniulstering the rules for retirement the committee voted that expec- 
tation of a retiring iillowance Is not Interfered with hy the transfer of a 
teacher from an institution that was assoclatv<l with the fonudntloif in 1915 
to nn Institution tlia|^.,lind become associated after that date hut before the 
tranafer of the teacher. 

During the year the trustees received a total income of $1,389,644 
for general purposes and $23,000 for special purposes, in addition to 
$57,862.40 from the endowment of the division of educational^ 
inquiry, $789,644.13 from the general endowment, and $623,000 from 
the Carnegie Corporation of New York on account of its appropria* 
tion of $600,000 a year for 10 years for general purposes and of 
certain specific appropriations rtf $23,000. The current e.xpenditures

The following appropriations covering the year 1927-2H w'ere made 
by the Education Committee of the John F, Slater Fund: Colleges, 
$22,050; Hainpton-Tuskegee campaign fund, $10,000; county train- 
ing schools, $35,000; special work, $2,0(K); total $G9,050. 

For several years the Slater F'und has been paying, or assisting in 
paying, the salary of a professor in the Engli.sh or scienee department 
in each of 20 colleges. The professors to whose salaries the contri- 
butions have boen made arc graduates of, or have attended Harvard, 
Yale, Dartmouth, Colun'ibia, Chicago, Northwestern, California, Illi- 
nois, Howard, Fisk, or some other well-known institution. 

Of the 30C county training schools aided by the fund, in 1926-27, 
there were 82 which report ajig^r-year high-school course: Alabama, 
10; Arkansas,!; F’lorida, 1 ; Ueorgia, 5; Kcntiicky, 7 ; Louisiana, 8; 
Maryland, 2; Mississippi, 3; North Carolina, 17; Oklalioma, 1; 
South t!arolina,'4 ; Tennessee, 8‘; Texas, 10; Virginia. 5. There are 
C6 schools which have dormitories; and 98 which have teachers’ 
homes.

The Jeanes Fund, for the iinpixueinent of negrg rural schooljif 
cot)perated during the s^ion ending June 30, 1927, with public- 
school boards and superintendents in 306 counties in 14 States.* 

I The 309 supervising teachers, paid partly by the counties and partly 

through the Jeanes Fiin«l. visiteil regularly in the.se counties 9.428 
country schools, making in all 51,011 visit.s, and raising for the pur- 
' pose of school improvement $495,845*. The total of salaries paid to 
the supervising teachei*s was $273,418, of which $164,871 was paid 
by the public-school authorities and $108,547 through the Jeanes , 
I Fund. j 

The business of these traveling teachers, working under tHe di- 
rection of the county siiperjlntondents, is to help and encourage the

PHELPS-STOKES FUND

The Phelps-Stokes Fund, established under the will of Caroline 
Phelps-Stokcs, who died in 1909, was incorporated by the State of 
New York in 1911. The act of incorporation directs the trustees to 
use the income for “the erection or improvement of tenement -house 
dwellings in New York City and for edugi^tional purposes in the edu- 
cation of negroe^ both in Africa and the United States, North Amer- 
ican Indians, and needy and deserving white students.” Tlie capital 
of the fund is approximately $1,200,000, 

In recognition of the advancement which many negro secondary 
. schools and colleges have made during the 10 years since the report 
on those institutions was issued in 1916, the Phelps-Stokes Fund, at 
the reque.st of the Association of Colleges for Negro Youth, recently 
appropriated $5,000 to assist the -United States Bureau of Education 
to make a resurvey of the institutions of higHer ^earning for negroes 
in America. The Bureau of Education has completed this survey, 
which has been published under the title “Survey of Negro Colleges 
and Universities.” Approximately 40 per cent of the money provided 
1)V the Phelps-Stokes Fund and by other cooperating institutions was 
leturrted at the conclusion of the survey. 

Sinci' (he beginning of the fund in 1911, appropriations have been 
made to vatyous organizations* interested in the welfare of negroes in 
America and Africa. Appropriations have also been made with con- 
siilerable regularity to a number of nfegro .schools of the secondary and 
collegiate fyi>es, .such ns Fisk T’^niversity, Atlanta University, Hamp- 
ton Institute, Tuskegee Institute, Calhoun Colored School, Penn Nor- 
mal and Industrial School, and L^coln University (Pennsylvania). 

The fund has also aided the ^^mrk of the interracial commissions 
and such conferences the “National Interracial Conference” held 
in Washington in December, 1928. 

Fellowships have been established in the University of Virginia 
and the University of Georgia for the study of the negro problem. 
Roth universities accepted the.se fellowships with the understanding 
that graduate students .should make some phase of the negro problem 
their special task and that the universities would publish the theses. 
X special fund has been established at the George Pealxuly College 
for Teachers, at Nashville, Tenn., to|enable the Ushers and students 
there to visit colored schools and^sQe the actual progress which 
negroes are making, “ 
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In 1920 the fund entered into cooperation with foreijm missionary 
societies and colonial ^governments for the study of native education 
in Africa. Throuf'h this cooperation two oilucationnl oomniissions 
were sent to West, South, K(|Ubtorifil, and East Africa, and two 
\ volumes, entitle<l “ Education in West, Soutii an«l Equatorial Africa” 
(1922). and ‘‘ Elducation in East Africa" (J925), wore printed to 
report the findings of these commissions. ^ 

The fund has interested itself particularlv in bririjiinj; to the United 
States representative government oflicials,'e«lHcators. and missionaries 
from Africa to luakc .st miles *of ..the progre.ss of the negriH's in 
America. About GO persons have thus been enabled to study negro 
education at first band in this. United States. addition, the fund 
lias largely assisted .several promising African students to fit tb^- 
selves in this country for work among their own people in Africa. 

Recently tlie fund 'jcen giving mucl\^^nttentioii to assisting thf 
LiU'riaii (lovernment through the establishment of a public library, 
(he ilevelopment of public education, tlie encouragement of sound 
education umfer missionary auspices, and the development of an 
adequate industrial ami agricultural institute on the lines of Tuskegee. 

* Tho fund, in addition to its educational work, is interei^led in im- 
proving housing conditions in New York, especially among negroes.

The Commonwealth Fund during the fi.scal year ending September 
30, 1928, continued its activities in the fields of child welfare, public 
health, and education: The following appropriations were voted for 
1927-28: Commonwealth Fund programs, $1,675,191.45, Special 
grants — health, $89,300; mental hygiene and child guidance, $218,925; 
miscellaneous, $100,205.35. Total, $2,083,621.80. Si>ecial grants are 
made chiefly to institutions and organizations for the conduct of 
various etlucational, social, and philanthropic undertakings, with 
which the fund has no administrative connection, direct or indirect. 
Among the more important unclassified grants are included $12,500 
to the Boy Scouts of America, for a study of the effects of scouting 
in a number, of American cities, witli the purpose of discovering 
weaknesses and indicated changes in program.

This fund has de- 
vote<l its attenti«m chiefly to a program for the building of megro 
schoolhouses in rural sections of 14 Southern States. On June 30, 
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1928, there were 4,138 Rosenwald schools, a number of them with 
separate buildings for shops and teachers’ homes, standing in the 
14 States of the South. During? the fiscal year $301,341 was expended 
for negro rural schools; and $6,428.56 for small libraries in 140 rural 
schools.

THE PAYNE FUND 

Jhe PayneTund, which'was organized on September 1, 1927, and 
incHU'porated April 9, 1929, under the membership corporations law of 
the State of New York, was founded to provide for enlargement of 
the activities and interests that developed during the work of mem- 
l)ers of the fund who first organized as the National Committee for 
the Study of Juvenile Reading on April 1, 1925. In carrying out its 
purposes “ to initiate, assist, or conduct researches, surveys, experi- 
ments, and other projects from which may be developed increased 
understanding of youth and its needs and capacities for constructive 
participation in organized society ” the fund has (1) continued to 
provide for the National Committee for the Study of Juvenile Rend- 
ing; (2) financed the first two years of the survey and planned pro- 
gram of the National Committee for the Study of Social Values in 
Motion Pictures; (3) established the Payne Fund Committee on Edu- 
cational Research (in Motion Pictures) cooperating with the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, Yale.University, Ohio State University, Iowa State 
University, and New York University in scientific research in connec- 
tion with motion pictures and y’outh; (4) financed the Preliminary 
Committee on Educational Broadcasting for a national survey of the 
possibilities for radio broadcasting to .schools; (5) cooperated with 
the Ohio State department of Education In organizing and main- 
taining the “ Ohio School of the Air ’’ broadcasting regular programs 
for the schqfii'bf the State; (6) continued to finance a study of the 
bililio-psychology methods of Dr. Nicliolas Roubakine, of the Bureau 
of International Education, Geneva, Switzerland; (7) contributed to 
the Orthological Institute of London for development of a condensed 
Engli.sh vocabulary for use of youth in non-English speaking coun- 
tries; (8) contributed the services of staff radio specialists to as.sist 
members of the Department of Superintendence ci the National 
Education Association in developing plans for the participation of 
organized education in school broadcasting; (9) assisted the maga- 
zine Children financially and with statf advisers; (10) continued to 
maintain two staff members Geueva, Switzerland, for research in 
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some of the problems on the program of the League of Nations, in- 
cluding child welfare, public health, opium and dangerous drugs, and 
migration. 

The fund is at present maintained by descendants of the Payne 
family of Ohio and is using the income on approximately $2,000,000.'
